Hazardous Weather

A strong upper-level storm system will move
across the South Plains region Sunday
afternoon, complete with a cold front moving
through from northwest to southeast. Strong,
hot, and dry westerly winds will develop ahead
of the front, creating elevated to near-critical
fire weather conditions. In contrast, gusty
northerly winds will carry in cooler air behind
the front, where a chance for showers and
thunderstorms will develop across the
southern Texas Panhandle and northern South
Plains Sunday afternoon. A very low chance for
an isolated severe thunderstorm or two will be
possible across Childress County as well.

Thunderstorms are expected to develop across
the northwest counties along a dryline after
7pm this evening. Some of these may be
severe, with damaging winds, large hail, and a
few tornadoes possible. Storms will likely
evolve into a line late evening and overnight,
with damaging winds becoming the primary
concern. This line of storms should cross the I-
35 corridor in the hours around midnight, then
move through the eastern counties overnight.
Activity will exit to the southeast early Monday
morning.



Hazardous Weather

Strong to severe thunderstorms are likely late
tonight, with the best chances near and north
of the Interstate 30 corridor.

A weakening cold front will bring the
possibility of strong to severe thunderstorms
overnight Sunday night into Monday morning
for areas mainly to the north of Conroe.



Hazardous Weather

A dryline will move across the area today,
bringing windy and dry conditions to the west
and a chance of storms to the east this
afternoon

A few strong to severe storms are possible
tonight and into Monday morning across parts
of the Hill Country and Austin metro area. The
main hazards will be hail up to quarter size (1
inch in diameter) and damaging thunderstorm
winds to 60 mph. Storms should form late in
the evening hours and push east across the
area overnight.



Hazardous Weather

There will be an elevated fire danger threat today due to low
relative humidity and very windy conditions. A Fire Danger
Statement has been issued. Outdoor use of open flames is strongly
discouraged.
